Tn accordance with orders from 
a Depitty State Fire Marshal 
some time ago. there are a nutn- 
|ber of additional fire preventions 
being provided about the city, 
sinfce the second call has been 
made, and prosecutions will bo in 
order where the orders are not 
obeyed, is weTTas a stiff incerase 
in the price of insurance on pro- 
perty. 

The officer, it recently became 

known, made more of a complete 
inspection than was realized, with 
the result that he found what he 
])elieves to be manv iilacos of l>iis- 
iness. buildings in general of var- 
ious nature and educational insti- 
tutions not jiropcrly ])rovidcd. 
with lire apparatus. This, ac- 
cording to the finar warning, must 
be i)rovided and immediately, or 
there will be prosecutions. The 
inspection covered the residential 
.IS well as the business sections of 
the city, it is said, and a list of 
faihires to rriake proper provision 
U)r fighting fire and for tirr Pre- 
vention of imusual length was 
procured. This has been tabu- 
l.'itcd and the owners of the 
i)uildings or the occupants thereof 
are cautioned that tlie law is a 
state lav/ and must be obeyed. .\s 
a resuit. there is some hustling 
upon the part of some who have 
thus far failed w'fth the provisions 
of the law. 

There will be no more warnings 
sent out, the 30 days given 1>y t'lc 
first inspector having ela'psc d. 
The next intimation those wlio 
have failed to complj^ with the 
law will be a summons for tiif m 
to answer to a charge of violating 
the state law for proper fire pre- 
vention, and this, where a con- 
viction is established, is accom- 
panied by a heavy 'fine- It is un- 
derstood that while many of the 
improvements deman<ied h.-^ve 
i)een made, there' are some who 
have failed to compJy with the 
law. 

J'hc next visit of the inspector 
will be secret and b\- a man who 
is not known in the citj-. but who 
will be provided with, the full list 
of improvementsi and preventa- 
tives asked, and those tiot having 
ihem as well as rii()-;o wlio have 
not made the clumges in way of 
cleaning out basements, etc., Will 
be on the list for prosecution. 

REGUUTIONSOF 

TNEWAEHOySES 



Tentative regulations govern- 
ing tobacco warehouses, in which 
growers will he ah!..' to j/iace their 
tobacco in storage and obfain re- 
ceipts which are negotiable for 
loans, were discussed at a jvahlic 
hearing in Louisville Saturday 
irifOrning. 

Chester ^Forrill, F. R. Wilkin- 
son and W. J. Ise, rejiresenting 
the Bureau of Markets, United 
States Dei)artment of Agriculture 
held the hearing, which was at- 
tended by tobacco growers, bank- 
ers and wftrehousehseh of Ken- 
tucky. • 

Those local warehouses unreji- 
resented at the meeting expect to 
receive a copy ow the proceedings 
this week. 

The hearing is one of a scries 
which is being held in an effort to 
obtain the views of persons famil- 
iar with tobacco on the new ware- 
house act. Morrill and Wilkinson 
made it plain that constructive 
criticism would be welcomed. 

One tentative regulation pro- 
vides that each 1,000 pounds of to- 
bacco stored, this above all liabil- 
ities. Another regulation would 
require each warehouse to buy 
liond of $5 for each 1,000 pounds 
og tobacco stoied. A third with 
the duties of licensed warehouse- 
jnen, inspectors, graders and 
weighers. 

Should the projevt materialize 
warehouses will not be compelled 
to come imder the regulation. It 
will be much on the order of na- 
tional banks, it being optional 
with the warehousemen the same 
as it is witii bankers, whether 
they qualify. under the national 
law. ^ •

The 
petition niust be signed by 50 resi- 
dent voters and filed with the county 
clerk at elast 15 days before lite elec- 
tion. That w«Mtld be ^on or btsfore Oc- 
tober 18. 

Only those resi<Iing in the rural 
<listricts are elig-ible tb vote for or to 
.serve a?; members of the county 
board. This excludes i-esidents of the 
cities havinff indeptadcifit schools antl 
resident.s of jrraded .<^chooI di.sti-ict.^. 

The new law pertaining to the elec- 
tibnN>f the- school board by popular 
vote is ncceptAl with much favor by 
many residents of the county who feel 
that they will be in closer touch with 
the manajcement of the school -and its 
government genefally.
